Of the nter’s mastery it is of course only possible to speak from the 
waa of his work in colour; but of the intellectual purpose that 
underlies the painter's craft. and gives life and animation to its forms, 
the simplest sketch can often be made to tell as much as the most 
finished picture. 1t has been my object in the Notes to indicate the 
kind of service to the study of art which original drawings may be 
made to render. By the help of a few chosen examples of Italian de- 
sign, I have endeavoured to set forth some of the aims of individual 
masters, and to trace the wider movement of ideas by whieh individual 
effort was partly directed and controlled.
